"Fresh from the Gardens” 
United States Joins The ILO. 


More than ordinary significance attaches to recent decision of the 
merican Congress to apply for full membership of the International Labor 
nization at Geneva, usually referred to as the ILO. Not only will ac- 
cession of the United States add considerably to the prestige that organ- 
ization now enjoys, but, bringing as it will the U.S. into direct confrontation 
with this important branch of League of Nations’ activity, the move will do 
tiuch to restore prestige lost by the parent body through recent defections, 
notably that of Japan. 

Press despatches have revealed little of the background, few of the 
motives, behind this change of front on the part of the Washington govern- 


ment. It is true, of course, membership of the International Labor Organ- 
ization does not involve endorsement of the League covenant, nor does it 


entail any political commitments to the League as such. In fact, the U.S. 
desire to provide adequate safeguards against the “foreign entanglements” 
that country has so rigorously eschewed since the war, is exemplified in the 
act of Congress which specifically declares that the United States, by mem- 
bership in the ILO, shall assume “no obligations under the covenant”. 
This, of course, is possible. The International Labor Organization, like 
World Court upon whose bench the United States long has been repre- 
is an autonomous section of the League of Nations. Membership in 
either or both is possible without acceptance of the covenant. Germany, 
a matter of fact, was an active, full-fledged member of the ILO for 
years before becoming a member of the League of Nations. The connec- 
tion between the organization and the League is derived not from the 
covenant but from the charter of the ILO, which is Part XIII. of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

The International Labor Organization is, 
League than is the World Court for the 
means of getting international legislation enacted, 
is the League itself. The heart of the League system is its permanent 
mechanism for continuous international negotiation, and the ILO parallels 
this machinery throughout, in its limited field of social questions. 

The importance of the United States’ decision to join the International 
Labor Organization, therefore, can best be deduced by considering it in rela- 
tion to the economic problems created by varying standards of living, hours 
of labor and rates of wages, in nations now competing for foreign markets, 
and also by contrasting the present action with Washington's past attitude 
towards the Geneva labor office. 

Hitherto, the United States has been far colder to the ILO than to any 
other branch of League activity. Until one year the United States 
government would have nothing whatever to do with the labor organiza- 
tion, but now, without any parade or ballyhoo, Congress has accepted, vir- 
tually without demur, the proposal to apply for membership, This will in- 
volve representation on the permanent secretariat at Geneva and ultimate 
appointment of American representatives to the personnel of the central 
office,

Of Melody Depends On Player

who owns a $30,000 Guarnerius violin | 
played a melody upon it, then repeat- | 
ed the melody with an ordinary violin 
r “fiddle” costing about $100.

strument and which the $100 one. 

Eleven per cent. did not notice any | 
difference, 54 per cent. guessed the!

A few years ago a firm of violin 
makers in London named Hill invited 
a committee of experts to judge be- | 
tween a Stradivarius violin and one 
of their own make from stock. A 
skilful musician played on the two 
instruments behind a screen. The 
unanimous decision of the committee | 
was that the Hill violin was the 
Stradivarius.

Something More Than Study Of 


Books States College Head 

“If a boy reads in Latin the sec- 
tion of Virgil's Georgics on ‘Bees,’ he 
is supposed to be acquiring culture;

Vood Buffalo Park, which is located 
four-fifths in northern Alberta and 
the remainder in the adjoining North- 
west Territories. The Honourable 
Thomas G. Murphy, Minister of the 
Interior, explained that Mr. Soper's 
special assignment was a comprehen- 
sive study of the buffalo, both the 
original last remaining herd of wood 
buffalo and the plains animals trans- 
ferred there within recent years from 
the government herd at Buffalo Na- 
tional Park, Wainwright, Alberta. 
The difficulty of taking a reason- 
ably accurate census of the buffalo 
in this immense area of 17,300 
square miles of rough wooded coun- 
try, the maximum dimensions of 
which are 176 miles by 144, can 
hardly be appreciated. 
Soper a good start on his work the 
department first arranged to have 
him make a reconnaissance from the 
air. Later on he travelled by canoe, 
dog sled and on foot. By these vari- 
ous means Mr. Soper covered more 
than 8,000 miles within the park.

Moisture Conservation Is Most Im- 
portant Agricultural Problem 
The Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tions at Morden, Man., and Lacombe, 
Alberta, are within the areas of fav- 
orable moisture conditions, while 
those at Scott and Swift Current, 
Sask., and Lethbridge, Alberta, are 
on the open plains. In these latter 
areas the system of dry-land farm- 
ing is practised. The term “dry- 
land farming” indicates that under 
this system special precautions must 
be taken to conserve moisture, as 
moisture conservation is the limiting 
factor in crop production. Nearly 
two-thirds of the total cultivated 
area of Saskatchewan lies within the 
area in which dry-land farming is 
necessary, a lesser proportion in Al- 
berta, and a relatively small propor- 
tion in Manitoba. Of the total wheat 
acreage of the three prairie prov- 
inces, about 60 per cent. lies within 
the area of dry-land farming. A 
scarcity of moisture here results in 
very low yields of wheat, although 
this is off-set to some extent by a

The situation at that time was un- 
exampled. The world had the great- 
est store of grain in history running 
to nearly a billion bushels. When 
supply exceeds demand prices fall. 
And it meant a great deal to the 
wheat-producing countries of the 
world that, by curtailing the supply, 
they should get more for their pro- 
duct. More money for the farmers 
meant more money for the people 
generally, as cash received for the 
grain went into circulation. 

Since then Nature has taken a 
hand. A severe winter and drought 
have done still more to curtail pro- 
duction. The United States federal 
crops reporting board, on the basis 
of conditions on June 1, predicts the 
shortest wheat crop in that country 
since 1893. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics’ figures for field crops, on 
May 31, were the lowest in the 
twenty-six years during which 
records have been kept. Compared 
with last year, Canadian figures for 
fall wheat are down from 95 to 45, 
and for spring wheat from 99 to 79. 
Ontario has the poorest crop pros- 
pects on record. 

Russia and the Danubian countries 
were also parties to the wheat agree- 
ment of a year ago. Russia, while 
she agreed to restrict exports, did 
not agree to any figure; she merely 
said she would do her best. There 
were famine conditions in Russia 
then. Now crops conditions in the 
Soviet are good in some parts, bad 
in others. The smaller acreage sown 
and unfavorable crop conditions are 
likely to reduce the yield in the Dan- 
ube basin. What was desired last 
August, when the international con- 
ference on wheat met, is now being 
accomplished. Though Argentina's 
default cannot morally be condoned, 
its economic effects may be slight. 
Higher prices for wheat are indicat- 
ed.—Hamilton Spectator.

Because of the high quality of 
Canadian wheat, which has given it 
much publicity at international ex- 
hibitions, and the large part which 
Canada takes in supplying the 
world’s markets with the “staff of 
life’, it may be supposed that wheat 
is almost the only important farm 
product in Canada. The statistician 
of one of the Canadian banks has re- 
cently assembled figures which show 
that wheat, after all, plays only a 
minor part in Canada's total agri- 
cultural production. Fewer than half 
the farmers of Canada engage in 
wheat-raising at all, and from 1925 
to 1929 wheat accounted for only 
about 225 per cent. of the total agri- 
cultural revenue; in 1988 the propor- 
tion was only about 16 per cent. 

Among other farm products of im- 
portance it may be noted that farm 
animals, including hogs, are credited 
with about 11 per cent. of the total 
farm revenue; dairy products and 
poultry about 22 per cent. Field 
crops aside from wheat which play 
an important part in the total in- 
clude oats, $75,000,000; barley, $16,- 


500,000; potatoes, $31,643,000; tur- 
nips, $11,878,000; hay and clover, 
$94,000,000; alfalfa, $13,534,000; 


grain hay, $19,400,000; and mixed 
grains, $12,750,000, Commercial fruits 
amount to about $10,000,000. 

Other crops which do not run into 
such large figures are still important 
factors in the country’s agricultural 
income. The products of the maple 
tree—-sugar and syrup — average 
about 3 million a year. Honey in 
1933 amounted to 1% milions. Sugar 
| beets contribute another 3 millions. 
| Vegetables and vegetable plants from 
greenhouses and hot-houses amount 
to eight millions, and flowers account 
for 4142 million. The value of the 
tobacco crop last year was $5,200,- 
000. Production of furs runs to 10 
millions, of which about 30 per cent. 
is from fur farms. Wool accounts 
for two millions.

Heat Energy In Straw 


| Process For Storing Gases fete 
Studied By Scientists 

A hint that we are overlooking 
| the existence of an immense supply} 
of energy in some of the waste pro- 
ducts from farms, is revived by C.| 
H. Bailey, a scientist of the Uni-| 
versity of Minnesota, who addressed | 
an organization of flour millers and 
cereal chemists at Toronto recently. | 

Mr. Bailey made the statement 
|that chaff and straw in Canada and | 
;the United States was capable of | 
| producing more heat than all the | 
anthracite coal roduced in the 
United States during a year, 

There have been numerous experi- 
ments in Western Canada in efforts | 
|to utilize the straw resulting from | 
| the annual harvest. Several times it | 
| was said that a process for storing 
gases from burning straw had been 
perfected, but this proved incorrect) 
!and so far as is generally known the 
|tremendous quantities of wheat! 
straw in Western Canada and the 
United States are still a total loss 
/and have to be got rid of by a waste- 
ful process of burning in the fields. 

The chemists recognize that heat 
is a potential source of power. Mil-! 
lions of tons of wheat straw are an- 
nualy consigned to the flames in the | 
agricultural areas of Western Can- | 
,ada and the United States. If the 
energy thus liberated could be stored) 
in some way the country would be 
| possessed of enormous reserves of 
power to do essential work. To-day} 
science is very alert in the study of 
these problems, It may be that one

The Canada thistle is not native 
| to Canada. It was introduced origin- 
| ally from Europe. 

All forms of nitrogenous manure

Nitrogen, while stimulating piunt 
growth, soon loses its power unless

kuo, is disturbing the Japanese ad- 
visers and administrators of the new 
government. 

In the days of Chinese domination 
an army of more 
maintained.

Canada’s Sweet Tooth 


Statistics Relating To Candy Show 
People Eat Plenty 

This continent has a sweet tooth, 
|of course, but the modern candy 
maker both makes attractive sweets 
“and advertises them well. Candy 
statistics of the United States show 
|a thirty per cent. rise in consump- 
tion over last year. Sales for the 
first four months of 1934 have been 
at the rate of $200,000,000 a year. 
However, the glamorous year of 1929 
showed the United States consum- 
ing double that quantity so far as 
value is concerned. Some of the de- 
cline is due to lower prices now. So 
far as this Dominion’s sweet tooth is 
| filled, there were nineteen million 
|pounds vf chocolate confectionery 
|manufactured in Canada in 1932 
along with over 12%4 million dozen 
| chocolate bars, There were over 44 
| million pounds of sugar confection- 
ery with 1% million dozen bars. Be- 
| sides that we imported three million 
| pounds of confectionery, chiefly from 
the United Kingdom. Exports are
